AN elderly woman was 
found collapsed at her home 
in Cradley Heath after a 
blaze broke out in the 
kitchen. 

Firefighters discovered 
the unconscious pensioner. 

She is believed to have 
suffered severe smoke 
inhalation during the fire, 
which happened on Sunday. 

Crews were called to the 
terraced house in Bearmore 
Road, Cradley Heath, at 
4.45pm. 

The woman was taken to 
Sandwell Hospital in a “very 
poorly” condition. 

West Midlands Fire 
spokesman Dave Burns said: 
“The fire itself was not 
serious but the elderly lady 
living there has taken in a 
fair amount of smoke.” 

It is believed a neighbour 
or passer-by raised the 
alarm after seeing smoke 
billowing from the rear of 
the house. Crews from 
Smethwick and Cradley 
Heath were called to the 
scene. 

Fire investigators have 
visited the property to iden¬ 
tify the cause of the blaze. 

In Birmingham, a woman 
died on Sunday after inhal¬ 
ing smoke at a fire in her 
home in the Aston area of 
the city. 

The fire service was with¬ 
holding further details until 
her relatives could be told. 

Sad farewell

HI! BY BURGLARIES

A SPATE of more than 40 burglaries in 
Sandwell in a matter of weeks has 
prompted the police to issue a special 
warning to householders. 

The thieves have been gaining entry to homes 
through unlocked doors and windows and stealing 
high-value electrical goods and jewellery. 


Raiders 
find hole 
new way 
in at bank 

ROBBERS cut a hole 
through the wall of a Warley 
bank to steal tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds from a cash 
machine. 

The thieves struck at the 
Lloyds TSB branch in 
Hagley Road West on 
Sunday. The raid was discov¬ 
ered when staff arrived at 
work on Monday and found 
the hole, just big enough for 
one person to squeeze 
through. 

Detectives say it was a 
“well planned heist” and are 
appealing for witnesses. 

The bank has issued a 
reward of up to £25,000 for 
information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the 
thieves. 

Det Sgt Michael Green¬ 
land of West Midlands Police 
said: “The robbery hap¬ 
pened just a few feet from 
the busy Hagley Road West 
and the offenders placed a 
tarpaulin sheet over the rear 
yard to hide their activities. 
They clearly knew what they 
were doing.” 

He urged anyone with 
information to cedi police. 


Officers are urging people 
to make sure that doors and 
windows are locked to help 
prevent them becoming 
victims. 

They are also giving out 
free property marking 
equipment. 

Det Ch Insp Paul Betts of 
Sandwell police said: “It is 
important that people check 
their doors and windows are 
locked, especially if they are 
upstairs.” 

A break-in through an 
insecure window could 
mean the householder 
struggling to make an insur¬ 
ance claim, he said. 

Portable electrical goods 
and jewellery have been 
among the items stolen. 
Most cases have been in 
Hateley Heath, Tividale and 
Great Barr. 

Vulnerable 

Areas in Sandwell vulner¬ 
able to break-ins are now 
receiving property marking 
equipment from police. 

Property can be marked 
with a special pen and the 
mark is visible under UV 
light. Barcode stickers are 
available from police for 
larger items, such as TVs 
and bicycles. 

Mr Betts added: “Many 
smartphones, can download 
location software or apps 
which use GPS to locate 
property. We can use this to 
help trace stolen items 
which might make criminals 
think twice about burglary.” 

Anyone with information 
about the burglaries should 
call 101.

Champion effort to battle 
the snow during big freeze 


THOUSANDS of Snow Champi¬ 
ons have stepped in at Sandwell 
in the last few days to help keep 
the streets clear. 

The council launched the £23,000 Snow 
Champion scheme to tackle ice and snow 
last year and this year more than 6,000 
people signed up. 

Among those shouldering the responsibil¬ 
ity are Bearwood father-of-three Richard 
Marshall, who was one of the first to sign up 
to the scheme after his mother in-law, who is 
in her 80s, was snowed in at her bungalow in 
Langley. 

“A couple of years ago it snowed really 
badly and all the elderly people living in 
Underhill Street - including my mother-in- 
law - were effectively snowed in,” he said. 

“There was no provision for getting them 
out and they couldn’t get any gritters down 
there because it was a side road. 

“I complained to the council but they said 
there was nothing they could do so I went 
down with my son and spent most of the day 
clearing the area for them. 

“They were so pleased with what we had 
done. They said we were kind and sweet and 
all that kind of stuff. 

“So when the council launched the Snow 
Champion scheme I felt I had to lead by 
example.” 

Mr Marshall, who is chairman of the Bear¬ 
wood Traders Association, was sent a kit 
from the council consisting of a shovel, salt 
and high-visibility vest. 

“In times of hardship I believe you have 
got to help each other out,” he said. “You 
can’t rely on the council to do everything.” 

Fantastic 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper came up with the idea in 
Sandwell last winter and has spent the last 
few days helping clear paths using his own 
kit. 

He said: “The community spirit is 
absolutely fantastic. 

“We have got pictures coming in from 
people all over Sandwell doing their bit for 
their friends and neighbours and it has been 
a tremendous response by the people of 
Sandwell. 

“On top of that the council response in 
terms of keeping the roads clear has been 
second to none. I have cleared snow outside 
the old age pensioner bungalows outside my 
house.”

The council has already delivered an extra 
tub of salt to everyone who applied to be a 
Snow Champion last winter. 

One thousand kits went to people who 
applied to be Snow Champions but missed 
out because the council ran out of kits due to 
demand. 

Similar initiatives have been slow off the 
ground elsewhere in the region. Stafford¬ 
shire County Council has an Ice Busters 


scheme, where parish councils in the county 
are supplied with grit so they can clear ice 
from side roads and footpaths. 

Telford and Wrekin Council has a snow 
patrol, a team of 51 volunteers, who clean 
streets from snow and ice to make sure 
elderly residents are safe. 

And since last Friday, volunteers from the 
West Midlands 4x4 Response Group have 
been called out to help on more than 130 


occasions. The team use their 4x4 off road 
vehicles to help out the emergency services 
to rescue those who are in trouble, and to 
transport medical and support staff around 
the region in bad weather. 

Group chairman Simon Brothwood said 
responders had been sent as far afield as 
North Staffs, Burton, Hednesford, as well as 
the Women’s Hospital in Birmingham.

My sus¬ 
picion is that some employees of the NHS routinely 
sell private information.

Councils reverse 17,800 parking fines 


THOUSANDS of parking fines are 
being handed out wrongly in 
Sandwell and the rest of the region, 
with hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in fines being reversed as a 
result. 

Councils cancelled more than 
17,800 tickets last year for machine 
problems, attendant errors and the 
driver holding a disabled badge. 

Sandwell Council overturned 
5,350 tickets in the year 2011 to 


2012, Walsall Council cancelled 
3,588 tickets and Stafford Borough 
Council cancelled 1,938 tickets. 

Dudley Council overturned 1,434 
tickets, which equates to £79,541 in 
lost fines, while Wolverhampton 
Council cancelled 5,573 tickets, 
which would have brought in an 
extra £262,715. 

In Sandwell, there were 544 
“attendant errors” while, in 1,297 
cases, the fine was scrapped after it 


was revealed the driver was a dis¬ 
abled badge holder. 

A duplicated car registration 
number was blamed on 41 occasions. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices, said: “We have always said that 
if people get a ticket and feel that it 
has been issued unjustly, they 
should appeal.” 

In Dudley, tickets were cancelled 
for reasons including faulty 


machines and inadequate signs. 
Councillor Judy Foster said all 
appeals were investigated to ensure 
motorists got a fair deal. 

“Parking enforcement is not a tool 
with which to beat the motorist and 
extract money from them, but one of 
a range of measures to attract 
tourism and trade to Dudley and 
rotect the interests of existing 
usinesses and residents by keeping 
the borough moving,” she said. 


New application put 
in to create academy 


A SECOND application has 
been made to create a free 
school in Sandwell which 
would create up to 160 
jobs, it has been revealed. 

The proposed Guru Nanak 
Academy, Smethwick, was unsuc¬ 
cessful in receiving backing from 
the Department for Education last 
year. 

Now a new bid has been drawn 
up for a school which would cater 
for all-through education from ages 
four to 16, a first for the borough. 

It has been put together by a 
group of teachers and parents and, 
if approved, would open with a 
reception year and Year One intake 
of two forms each. 

There is a phased development 
plan for the school to reach full 
capacity by 2024. 

Support 

The Guru Nanak Academy Trust 
is among 32 groups of teachers, 
parents and charities to have won a 
place earlier in the year on a 
national programme designed to 
provide tailored support for groups 
applying to set up new schools. 

Run by independent education 
charity the New Schools Network, 
the programme aims to support 
free schools groups as they prepare 
to submit their applications. 

Balbinder Singh Paneser, educa¬ 
tion lead to the Guru Nanak 
Academy said: “We are delighted to 
be making this application for a 
new school for Sandwell. 

“To date over 300 families have 
already come forward to support 
our proposals.” 

A decision on the application is 
expected this spring. 


Beauty spot plan 

A BEAUTY spot could be turned 
into a nature reserve to help protect 
the site if new plans are successful. 

Sandwell Council is working to 
secure formal nature reserve status 
for Hydes Road Pool, in Wednes- 
bury. If successful it would open up 
new sources of funding to carry out 
environmental and educational 
schemes.

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Trees will 
be felled 
in park's 
woodland 

ABOUT 20 trees are to be 
felled in a Smethwick park, 
to allow neighbouring trees 
to grow to their full poten¬ 
tial. 

As part of the woodland 
management regime, Sand- 
well Council will be thinning 
the trees in woodland in 
Lightwoods Park. 

The tree surgeons will be 
felling some of the trees in 
the densely wooded area at 
the corner of the park near 
the Lightwoods Hill and 
Wigorn Road junction. 

Cherie O’Sullivan, Light¬ 
woods Park project officer 
said: “This area of woodland 
is over planted and, as part 
of good woodland manage¬ 
ment, it is recommended to 
thin the trees ensuring the 
healthiest grow to their full 
potential.” 

She added the trees were e 
all the same age and had 
created a canopy, casting a 
shadow that prevents 
ground flora. 

It also means the trees 
were competing for sunlight 
and were losing some of 
their smaller branches as a 
result. 

Miss O’Sullivan said an 
added benefit of thinning 
the trees was the barren 
area underneath the canopy 
would regenerate, and, due 
to additional bulb planting 
funded by the lottery 
project, it was hoped that a 
wildflower area will grow. 

Fall seen in 
fire service 
hoax calls 

HOAX calls to West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service have 
dropped by 13 per cent, new 
figures show. 

Fire engines were also 
sent out to almost a third 
fewer hoax calls in the first 
three quarters of 2012-13. 

Between last April and 
December, 2,308 malicious 
calls were received in the fire 
service control room -down 
351 from the same period in 
the year before. 

Meanwhile, the service 
sent crews to 31 per cent 
fewer hoax incidents - a 
total of 636 compared with 
919 in the previous 12 
months. 

The service has attributed 
the drop to using sophisti¬ 
cated call-handling technol¬ 
ogy and challenging the 
information offered by 
hoaxers. Hoax callers who 
are caught by the police can 
be fined and jailed. 


Reunion led to romance for school pals 


LOVE was in the air when Angela 
Hudson met former schoolfriend 
Stuart Blower on a holiday in New 
Zealand. 

It was the first time they had seen each 
other for 33 years - but the two-week 
holiday turned into a romance, and 
within months Angela had said 
goodbye to Wolverhampton and moved 
to the other side of the world. 

She found Stuart on Facebook and, 
after exchanging messages, he invited 
her to visit him in Auckland. 

Five months later she embarked on 


the trip and within days of being 
together she realised he was “the one”. 

Angela, whose sons from a previous 
marriage are 25 and 22 and live in 
Stourbridge, moved to New Zealand 
permanently. 

The 46-year-old, who was a team 
leader at the Dunelm home furnishing 
store in Oldbury, said: “It was a big 
decision but it seemed right.”

Chilling evidence of bodies 
targeted by grave robbers 



Archaeologist David Doyle surveys the remains of the rare mortsafe 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS have discovered evidence of grave 
robbery, after a 19th century burial ground was excavated. 

Experts studying the site of the former Providence Baptist Chapel and grave¬ 
yard in Sandwell Road, West Bromwich, found a mortsafe - a metal contraption 
placed round a coffin to stop grave robbers stealing a body. 


It is thought to be the only example of 
a mortsafe recorded in the Midlands. 
Empty coffins and one filled with scrap 
metal were also discovered - presum¬ 
ably victims of the body snatchers. The 
mortsafe is now in the collection of 
Sandwell Museums. 

The site of the chapel and burial 
ground was excavated by Headland 
Archaeology as part of the work on the 
A41 underpass and Providence Place. 

Grave robbery was common in the 
18th and early 19th centuries. Corpses 
were sold to medical schools. 

Evidence 

West Bromwich would have been a 
prime target for the grave robbers who 
would have supplied the anatomy and 
medical schools in Birmingham. 

The chapel, which was built in 1810, 
fell out of use by the early 20th century 
and became a cinema. 

A petrol station and the former 
Sandwell Road depot were later built on 
the site. 

As well as the mortsafe, the team dis¬ 
covered three coffins buried with large 
planks of wood on top of them - evi¬ 
dence of attempts to deter the body 
snatchers, and one double decker brick

coffin where the body at the top con¬ 
cealed a false bottom to the coffin and a 
hidden burial beneath. 

Following the excavation, the 
remains from the 148 graves were 
removed and given a Baptist burial in 
Heath Lane cemetery. 

Frank Caldwell, Sandwell Council’s 
Museums Manager, said the experts’ 
analysis of the skeletons taught a great 
deal about the residents of West 
Bromwich in the early 19th century. 

“Many of the skeletons showed exces¬ 
sive wear around the ankles - even some 
of the young people. 

“We think they were working treadle- 
powered lathes and this was causing 
repetitive strain injuries.” 

He added: “The body protected by the 
mortsafe belonged to a young woman 
who we found suffered from a disfigur¬ 
ing skin and bone disease, which meant 
that her remains would have fetched a 
premium for the body snatchers.” 

The dig featured on the History 
Channel’s series Grave Trade and an 
exhibition of the finds is planned.

has school 
celebrating 


A WEST Bromwich school has been celebrat¬ 
ing the result of a recent Ofsted inspection. 

Guns Village Primary School in Hanbury Road was given 
an overall rating of “good” by the Ofsted inspectors - that’s 
one grade better than the “satisfactory” level the school 
received at its last inspection. 


The inspection, on 
December 12 and 13, gave 
the school “good” ratings for 
pupil achievement, teaching 
quality, pupil behaviour and 
safety, and leadership and 
management.

“Older pupils also make 
good progress due to good 
teaching, and reach broadly 
average attainment in 
English and mathematics by 
the end of Year 6.” 

On behaviour the report 
said pupils interacted well, 
had good relationships with 
teachers and felt safe in and 
around school.

They had a good under¬ 
standing of what consti¬ 
tuted safe and unsafe 
situations and practice. 

Staff promoted pupils’ 
spiritual, moral, social and 
cultural development 
strongly through different 
subjects, and work was 
proudly displayed. 

But the inspectors’ report 
said that the school had 
failed short of being out¬ 
standing. 

Their report said: “In a 
very small number of 
lessons, particularly in Key 
Stage 1, teachers do not 
make the best use of time or 
demand enough from the 
most able pupils.” 

The repot added: “Teach¬ 
ers’ checking and marking 
of pupils’ work are not 
always helpful in showing 
them how to move to the 
next level.”

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Baby’s leg is sliced as 
cast removed from leg 


A BABY needed stitches 
after a hospital agency 
worker accidentally cut 
into his leg while trying to 
remove a cast, his mother 
has said. 

Tammie Millard, of Wednesbury 
said her three-month son, MJ Win¬ 
field, kicked and screamed in 
agony as the electric cutter sliced 
into his leg at Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. 

The tot needed six stitches and 
had to be resuscitated after he 
stopped breathing just hours later. 

“The person who removed MJ’s 
cast got the cast cutter out his box 
and told me it would be a bit noisy,” 
said Miss Millard, aged 28. 

“MJ was kicking so I held his leg 
still. Then he started to cut up the 
leg of the cast. 

“That was when I noticed the 
foot of the cast had blood coming 
through it. 

Bleeding 

“I told him to stop and said his 
foot is bleeding. The man stopped 
and started to pull at the cast. More 
blood was coming out.” 

Later that evening MJ, who was 
in the cast because of a foot defor¬ 
mity, stopped breathing. 

Miss Millard believes this was 
due to the shock of what had hap¬ 
pened or anaesthetic given as the 
wound was stitched back up. 

Miss Millard, of the Furlongs in 
Wednesbury, said staff told her the 
person who removed the cast was 
an agency worker. 

Birmingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal confirmed they were investigat¬ 
ing the incident on January 2 and 
apologised.

Have a spirit chaser at 
region's haunted pubs 


THE Black Country has 
long been a hub of the UK 
pub trade with some of the 
country’s biggest brew¬ 
eries originating in the 
towns and cities of the 
region. 

And although many of the names 
have died or have been forgotten 
the people that once drank their 
beer are still believed to be linger¬ 
ing at many of the area’s pubs. 

Many claim to be haunted and 
with so many hours spent at the bar 
by loyal patron’s maybe it is not 
surprising that some chose to stay 
long after last orders are called. 

One of the best known haunted 
establishments is the Crooked 
House, Coppice Mill Lane, Himley, 
which is famous for its slanted 
appearance caused by subsidence 
under the property built in 1765 as 
part of the estate of Sir Stephen 
Glynne. 

The pub is believed to be haunted

by two ghosts, one of a short old 
man in his sixties, who silently 
enters the bar before disappearing, 
and the other a young parlour 
maid, known locally as Polly. 

Many staff and customers are 
said to have seen the apparitions. 

Up the road, The Dudley Arms is 
another of Himley’s haunted pubs. 

Residents of the area often report 
lights going off and on in the build¬ 
ing even when it is empty. 

The pub itself has an interesting 
history with visits from King 
Edward VIII before his abdication. 

Double murderer Neville Heath 
visited the pub in 1954 before com¬ 
mitting his crimes later that year. 

It is believed that one of the pub’s 
many former landlords are respon¬ 
sible for the goings on. 

Dudley’s Station Hotel is another 
of the West Midlands haunted pubs 
and often holds special nights for 
visitors who want a fright. The orig¬ 


inal hotel on the site was built in 
1910 but later replaced by the 
current building in 1936. 

Situated across the road from the 
now abandoned Hippodrome, the 
hotel has played host to famous 
actors for years including Bob 
hope, Bing Crosby and George 
Formby. 

Beneath the hotel lies a network 
of old tunnels and cellars, which 
witnessed a tragic event more than 
200 years ago. 

According to legend, one of the 
previous landlords of a pub that 
once stood near the site took a 
young servant girl down below to 
look for a leg of pork. However he 
had another reason to take her 
down into the cellars and after a 
fight, the landlord beat her to death 
and hid her body in a vat of ale. 

Staff reportedly claim to hear the 
cries of the young girl to this day. 

Guests have also reported a man 
dressed all in black standing at the 
foot of their bed and by the window 
in the early hours of the morning.

Quick-thinking Sadie is 
honoured by police chief 

A 15-year-old girl from Cradley 
Heath whose quick-thinking 
saved a lost toddler from harm 
has been honoured by the police. 

Sadie Coates came across the three-year- 
old child in Haden Hill Park, and knew 
immediately that something was wrong. 
She called the police, gave them the exact 
location, and stayed with the child until 
help arrived. 

Her actions won her a Young Person’s 
Award from the the West Midlands Chief 
Constable Christopher Sims. 

And Pc Andrew Cleaver said: “We have 
spoken to Sadie’s parents and headteacher 
who are very proud of her. She acted in a 
most mature manner and fully deserves 
recognition. 

“She prevented the child from serious 
harm as the park has two ponds and several 
exits on to busy roads. She looked after the 
child until we arrived and located the 
parents.” 

Arrested 

Another award-winner was Philip Lester, 
of Parkfields, Wolverhampton, who 
received a Good Citizen’s Award. 

In October 2011 a vehicle travelling at 
over 60mph went the wrong way round a 
roundabout and hit a van driven by Mr 
Lester at the junction of Wolverhampton 
Road and Lawnswood Avenue. Although in 
shock, he detained a passenger trying to 
escape. Police arrested the man and the 
driver.

Witts, Paul Williams, and Pcs Alex Ingram 
and Richard Bonner were praised after a 
robber tried ramming police off the road. 

The 31-year-old was under surveillance 
on suspicion of plotting armed raids.

Football row ended in

A MAN from West Bromwich 
has been ordered to com¬ 
plete 120 hours of unpaid 
work after an argument at a 
football match led to vio¬ 
lence. 

One player was punched by 
another and the victim was left with 
a broken cheekbone and eye socket. 

Iqbal Chander hit Balvinder Atwal 
in the face after an argument about 
who should go in goal. 

Miss Rebecca Wade, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court 
last week that Chander, along with a 
number of other men, would often 
club together to cover the cost of 
playing a game at the West Bromwich 
Albion training ground. 

She said on October 14, 2011, 
there were nine of them present for a 
game. 

They had agreed to play four-a¬ 
side, four-minute games, with one 
player being the referee. 

Argued 

She said Mr Atwal was told by the 
defendant that it was his turn to go in 
goal and he disputed it. 

The court heard that 34-year-old 
Chander argued with Mr Atwal and 
then punched him. 

Mr Terence Boulter, defending, 
said: “This assault resulted from a 
momentary lapse.” 

Chander of Trinity Street, West 
Bromwich pleaded guilty to assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm. 

The judge ordered Chander to 
complete a 12-month community 
order, and 120 hours of unpaid work. 
He was also ordered to pay £450 
costs.

BASED on a true story, probably 
rather loosely, this tale of backwoods 
bootlegger brothers in prohibition- 
era America is a stylish and very 
violent gangster thriller. 

It comes from the Australian team of 
director John Hillcoat (The Road) and 
writer (and rock star) Nick Cave. 

Set in early 1930s Virginia, it tells of 
good ol’ boys the Bondurant brothers, 
played by Tom Hardy, Jason Clarke 
and Shia Labeouf. They run their rural 
bar despite a ban on booze and make a 
lucrative income distilling illegal 
hooch, bribing the local lawmen with a 
few crates of the hard stuff. 

However, a corrupt district attorney 
brings in a Chicago cop to crack down 
on the Bondurant boys when they 
stubbornly refuse to pay his bribes. 

Enter the real star of the movie, Guy 
Pearce, as preening, perfumed and 
poison-tongued sadist Special Deputy 
Charlie Rakes.

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Man jailed 
for raids 
on shops 

A MAN who stole nearly 
£8,000 worth of items from 
shops in Walsall, Great Barr 
and Stafford has been jailed 
for 33 months. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard Ryan Jones, 32, 
targeted Carphone Ware¬ 
house in Stafford with an 
accomplice in September, 
stealing iPods and consoles 
worth more than £2,000. 

They stole £2,000 worth of 
cigarettes from a Co-op in 
Streetly. On September 21 
they took £1,750 worth of 
cigarettes from the Spar in 
Pelsall. When they raided 
the Co-op in Great Barr they 
were spotted by police. Jones 
was arrested but the other 
man escaped. 

Jones of Vittell Close, 
Bushbury, admitted two 
charges of robbery, and two 
of theft.

NEIL Langley’s taste for fried 
breakfasts, cream, cakes and 
pizzas had him stipping the 
scales at more than 26stones. 

The doctors told the civil servant his 
weight was preventing him from 
undergoing a hernia operation. 

The 47-year-old was told to shed half 
his body weight as he was far too heavy 
for treatment for an umbilical hernia. 
Neil, of Bilston, was too big to be put 
under anaesthetic. 

His Body Mass Index was 55. It 
should have been no higher than 35. 

But, 16 months later, he has shed 
13st and now weighs 13st 41bs. And he 
was able to have the operation just 
before Christmas. 


He says the doctors’ bombshell in 
August 2011 was the wake-up call he 
needed. 

He got a free pass to join a Weight 
Watchers group which meets every 
Wednesday at the Sports Academy 
Social Club in Tipton. 

Mr Langley, of Great Bridge Road, 
started calculating the points values of 
each meal based on the amount of fat 
and calories they contained - so had to 
say goodbye to pizzas, burgers and 
chips. 

He had to completely change his atti¬ 
tude to food. 

He said: “The doctors told me my 
BMI was off the scale so I knew I had to 
do something. It was quite unsettling - 
I hadn’t got to that weight on purpose 


but I was working a lot and grabbing 
food whenever I could. But my lifestyle 
and diet are completely different now. 

“I wouldn’t have been able to do it 
without the support of my family and 
friends, and of course the other 
members of the Weight Watchers 
group.” 

Energetic 

He now eats grilled chicken, fish and 
salads and says he really happy to have 
reached his target weight. And he also 
visits the gym regularly. 

He said he was nervous about 
attending the slimming group but soon 
settled in. After losing weight he now 
feels more energetic and says his 
asthma has improved.

MORE than 91,000 serious, 
repeat offenders avoided 
prison last year, new figures 
show. 

A report from the Centre 
for Crime Prevention has 
found that since the finan¬ 
cial crisis began, the courts 
have failed to lock up an 
increasing number of 
serious, repeat offenders. 

Figures show that 91,032 
criminals convicted of 
serious offences who already 
had more than 10 previous 
convictions or cautions 
avoided prison in 2011-12. 

That figure is an increase 
of almost 20,000 compared 
with 2006-07 when 71,301 
people avoided prison 
despite having 10 previous 
convictions. 

Report author Peter 
Cuthbertson said: “These 
figures show the appalling 
failure of soft sentencing.” 


Concern as stray horses are 
left to roam in freezing field 


CONCERNED residents are 
calling for action after stray 
horses were found in freezing 
conditions on a former landfill site 
in the Black Country. 

Around eight horses were roaming on 
land off Newcomen Drive in Tipton, which 
is owned by the waste disposal firm Mint- 
worth Transport Ltd. The horses are not 
owned by the firm. 

Local residents joined forces and con¬ 
tacted the Chronicle’s sister paper the 
Express & Star to express concern for the 
horses, and anger at the state of the land.

'Good citizen' convicted 
after dog attacks child 


A NINE-YEAR-OLD boy was mauled by his 
neighbour’s Staffordshire bull terrier as he 
played with his young sister, a court heard. 

He suffered bites to his head, arm, leg and bottom when 
he was “cornered” by the dog. Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told that he needed stitches and had to have surgery as 
a result of being attacked by the five-year-old animal, 


named Ozzy, in Brook 
Road, Portobello, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Its owner, Darren 
Phillips, admitted being in 
charge of a dog that was 
dangerously out of control. 

Last week he was handed 
a nine-month community 
order. 

Miss Alka Brigue, prose¬ 
cuting, said the youngster 
was playing with his 12- 
year-old sister when the 
dog, which was not on a 
lead, launched its 90- 
second attack at about 
9.50pm on May 12. 

“The defendant ran over 
to the nine-year-old and 
had to hit the dog to pull it 
off the child and take him 
away. 

“The child’s father was 
in the front room watching 
TV when he heard 
screams,” added Miss 
Brigue. 

She said the youngster 
had to spend three days in 
hospital and he still suf¬ 
fered sleepless nights. 

She added: “His parents

say he cries at night and is 
very concerned about going 
out of his home.” 

Mr Patrick Currie, for 
Phillips, 43, of Brook Road, 
said the dog had been a 
family pet and had never 
shown “any sign of aggres¬ 
sion”. 

He added that his client 
had previously been given 
two good citizen awards by 
the police. 

“In this case, the incident 
occurred and the defen¬ 
dant’s response was to take 
immediate responsibility for 
what happened,” said Mr 
Currie. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz 
handed Phillips a nine- 
month community order 
and nine months supervi¬ 
sion. He was banned from 
being in charge of an animal 
for 18 months. The judge 
said: “I approach this case 
on the basis that it was 
something that occurred out 
of the blue.”

A thundering good 
old derby entertains

Albion 2 Villa 2 


NOW that’s what you call a derby. 
A full-pelt, rousing, thundering 
exchange driven by passion and 
commitment which never spilled 
over into anything nasty and 
which fairly crackled along with 
attacking zeal. 

It was an Albion-Villa contest worthy of 
old, writes Martin Swain. 

And if high prizes are no longer at stake, 
then at least both teams emerged with a 
sense of gaining more than just a point. 

For a few weeks we’ve wondered where 
the Albion team we saw deliver a pulsating 
second-half recovery on Saturday had gone. 
Welcome back; more of the same please. 

To watch Villa loosen Albion’s rivets in a 
surging first 45 minutes electrified by the 
thrilling combination of Messrs Christian 
Benteke, Gabby Agbonlahor and Charles 
N’Zogbia was to wonder how on earth they 
have got themselves into such a mess. 

Exhilarating 

But they are and manager Paul Lambert 
knows better than anyone the answer. 

Villa’s glaring lack of experience behind 
an exhilarating front trio leaves them 
unable to control a game for long enough to 
take advantage of such weaponry. 

When the Baggies emerged from the 
interval to up the tempo - as Villa must have 
expected - they instantly became dominant. 

And that’s how it stayed to the end; 
Lambert has no-one to call on battle-hard¬ 
ened enough to put down a revival. 

We should not complain because enter¬ 
tainment was rich and dramatic and got The 
Hawthorns throbbing. 

It was difficult to believe this was the 
stadium which, a few nights earlier, was half 
empty and soporific as an under-performing 
Albion let slip their one genuine chance of 
silverware this season as they went out of 
the FA Cup against Queens Park Rangers. 


Instead we had the kind of game which 
explains, instantly and memorably, why the 
Premier League is the world’s leading foot¬ 
ball brand. It cannot and should not claim to 
be the best, but the rest of the globe wor¬ 
ships at the altar of its capacity to deliver 
contests such as this one. 

Key points came with the flow of the 
game. Villa opened with the verve and 
freedom of men seeking a fresh start. 

One reason why Lambert enjoys an 
extended period of understanding is his 
determination to wage battles on the front 
foot and with that formidable front three 
unhinging Albion’s back-line, his reward 
was two well-deserved goals in half-an-hour. 

The first was another Benteke thunder¬ 
bolt after eluding Claudio Yacob and catch¬ 
ing Gareth McAuley napping. It was an echo 
of Cyrille Regis but, unfortunately for 
Albion, in the wrong shirt. 


The second was coolly taken by Agbonla¬ 
hor after Albion were exposed in a way 
emphasising how relieved they will be to get 
a fully-fit Yacob and Youssouf Mulumbu 
back in tandem. 

A turning point, however, might have 
been Ben Foster’s save four minutes from 
half-time preventing Eric Lichaj scoring. 

A 3-0 lead would have muted half-time 
discussions but they knew a two-goal deficit 
was well within range. 

Although Chris Brunt bent a first in off 
the post after four minutes, they had to wait 
until the 85th minute for Peter Odemwingie 
to volley home from a McAuley header at a 
corner to ensure their point. 

It was what came in between which will 
have relieved home fans who saw Albion re¬ 
discover the drive to go with their qualities. 

Some fans indulge in a parlour game enti¬ 
tled: “At what price would you sell 


Odemwingie?” since QPR came calling but 
this was a performance from the Nigeria 
international rendering such debates irre¬ 
sponsible. Recent input of Jerome Thomas, 
a first-half substitute for injured Yacob, has 
freshened up a team in danger of going stale. 

Albion will hope to use the momentum of 
their thrilling recovery to take a season that 
was in danger of stalling back into a forward 
gear while Villa are left reminded of familiar 
strengths but even more obvious failings. 

Ron Vlaar’s return bolstered the defence 
but they still look susceptible down the 
flanks and in dealing with crosses. With no 
serious funds available while the window is 
open, Villa are likely to remain a team which 
will too easily concede goals - thrusting 
their survival hopes on the undoubted offen¬ 
sive talents we saw for half of this derby.

TCR principal Lee Brookes said: 
“Mark’s a fantastic driver to have in 
the team. He’s won the Ginetta 
Challenge in the G20 car and the 
G40 car; last year he won in the G50 
so we want to try and win the G55 
with him. 

“He’s very quick as he proved at 
the end of last season with his first 
outing in a G55. He’ll definitely be 
fighting for the title.” 


From his early days racing in 
Stock-Hatch and then the Renault 
UK Clio Cup, Huddersfield racer 
Davies has been one of the most 
competitive drivers in national 
motor racing and hopes for a fourth 
Ginetta title in five seasons. 

“Ever since back in the days when 
I raced in Clios, TCR was always one 
of the top teams,” he said. “It’s 
always been my ambition to drive 
for them.”
